PLAN TO CALL 
GRAND JURY 


TROY, O.. March 13— A spe­ 
cial grand jury will be impan­ 
elled to consider the indictment 
of Jacob Nesbitt for the murder 
of his wife, Frances Drake Nes­ 
bitt, as soon as Nesbitt’s confes­

scribed, Prosecutor L e o n a r d 
Harvey told the United Press 
today. 
This announcement followed 
a statement from Harvey that 
he would file a first degree mur­ 
der charge against Nesbitt late 
today. 
Conviction of Nesbitt on the 
first degree charge carries the 
penalty of execution in the elec­ 
tric chair unless the jury should 
recommend mercy. 
Nesbitt is 
held in jail without bond.

Lee, 82, retired bishop of the 
African 
Methodist 
Episcopal 
Church, 
former 
president of 
Wilberforce 
University, 
well 
known educator and church­ 
man, died at his home on C lif­ 
ton 
Road, 
Wilberforce, at 
1 
o'clock Friday afternoon. 
Death followed a long Illness due 
to the infirm ities of age. He had 
been in failing health for a year, 
and his condition began to grow 
serious last fall. 
His condition be­ 
came hopeless during tire last few 
weeks. 
Bishop Lee was horn at Gould 
town, N. .I , September 18, 1841 aud 
was awarded his bachelor of divin­ 
ity degree at W ilberforce Univer­ 
sity in 1872. 
That same year he 
married Miss Mary E. Ashe, of 
Mobile, Ala., who was a graduate 
of Wilberforce also with the class 
of 
1873. 
Their 
marriage 
took 
place December 30, 1872. 
From 1873 to 1875, Bishop Lee 
was professor of homiletics and 
kindred 
subjects 
at W ilberforce 
University and the following year 
he began his term as president, suc­ 
ceeding Bishop Daniel A. Payne, 
first president of the school. The 
second president held that office 
until 1884 when he left to become 
editor of the Christian Recorder, a 
religious 
magazine, 
in 
Philadel­ 
phia, Pa. 
He served in that capacity until 
1892 when he was elected bishop 
of the A. M. E. Church. During his 
active service in the church he 
held a number of different charges, 
including one at the old Third 
Episcopal District, then consisting 
of Ohio, Northern Ohio and Penn- 
! Sylvania. 
His last diocese includ- 
’ ed California, W ashington and Ore-

TROY, O., March 13.— The state will demand the su­ 
p t'me penalty— death in the electric chair— for Jacob N es­ 
bitt, yourn’ Troy salesman who has confessed he murdered 
his wife, Frances Drake Nesbitt, a former Ohio State Uni­ 
versity co ed. County Prosecutor L. E. Harvey intimated to­ 
day. 
Nesbitt’s dramatic confession, obtained in his own home 
where the murder was committed three weeks ago after a 
quarrel and where he was taken ostensibly for the purpose 
of reviewing the apparently unsolvable mystery, had been 
anticipated. 
“I KILLED HER.” 
“God, yes, I killed her,” the man, who has posed jus a 
grief-stricken husband, cried after five hours of grilling. 
Sobs wracked his body. 
“Why did I do it?— I wish she was with me now,” he 
murmured softly, tsars coursing dow n his cheeks. 
A formal charge of murder probably will be lodged 
against Nesbitt today. His defense may be ‘‘temporary in­ 
sanity superinduced by blinding rage,” L. 1J. Shipman, Nes­ 
bitt’s attorney indicated. 
It was a prolonged quarrel that found its tragic climax rn 
Mrs. Nesbitt’s death. 
“We had quarrelled for weeks,” declared Nesbitt who^ 
apparently had worked ceaselessly’to solve the baffling crimer"

The pajamas brought about Nesbitt’s undoing. He has­ 
tened to the furnace room and burned them. On the Wed­ 
nesday night preceeding the murder, however, Mr. and Mrs. 
Prentiss Drown of Columbus Grove, Ohio, had been house 
Brown had seen Nesbitt in the

N esbitt's heretofore immobile couutemyice had undergone a start­ 
ling change this morning. 
Sitting far back in his cell hero w ith his 
head in fiis hands, he refused to talk to uuy ouo. 
"it is enough that I have confessed," he said. 
His face haggard and 
drawn. "All I waul now is to be left alcine.” 
But the former student of Ohio State University was not left, alone. 
In the coll with him were two other prisoners and outside the iron grat­ 
ing* nut two d< put ie*, stationed there for emergency. 
It was not believed Nesbitt would attem pt to take his own life al­ 
though he had threatened to commit suicide. 
A fter the confessing he told (Ara Slater, special investigator from 
Cincinnati, who unravelled tho mystery. 
I have confessed, my conscience is eased. All I want now is to be 
with France’ again.” 
Nesbitt does not know how he killed his wife or w’tth what instru- 
men! 
They argued about his “business ability,” he said. 
And then, 
Nesbitt cried, Mrs. Nesbitt made some slurring rem ark about the illit­ 
eracy of his parents. 
I was afraid 
I wanted to run away. I realized I had killed ray 
wife,” Nesbitt sobbed, pouring forth the story of what had almost been 
“the perfect crime.” 
M EMORY IS BLANK 
If the crime so nearly eluded solution, it was not Nesbitt's doing, 
his confession reveals. What ho did in the interim when the red blur 
of passion covered his eyes and the tim e when he found himself, burn­ 
ing his blood-drenched pajam as, perhaps never will be known. 
"Everything went red bitore my 
eyes" he reiterated. 
And behind 
that veil of horror, his wife’s sink­ 
ing body, the spattering drops, the 
crushing of her white throat in his 
hands, are hidden.
